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The following interviews were conducted by SÅ 
PAUL F. DOUGHERTY on March 11, 1969, at the Office of the 
Secretary of Defense (OSD). 


LEONARD NIEDERLEHNER, Deputy General Counsel, 
stated that he did not know JOHN MC LUCAS well from the time 
of his services in OSD but by reputation. Everything he 
knew concerning him was favorable and he had no reason not * 
to recommend him for a position of trust and confidence in 
the Government. 


WILLIAM W. HAMMERSCHMIDT, Executive Secretary, 
Defense Sciences Board, advised that he has known JOHN 
MC LUCAS while the låtter served as Deputy Director and 
Director of the Office of the Defense Research and Engineering. 
He also knew him while he served with the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization in Paris, as well as during his more recent em- 
ployment with MITRE Corp. He does not know him socially. 
He has no doubt and no reason to question his loyalty and L7 
patriotism, His character and reputation are very good. 
MC LUCAS' associates known to him are professional contacts. 
He met.MC LUCAS and his wife in Paris and also saw them at 
Woods Hole, Massachusetts, during the summer of 1968, He 
recommended MC LUCAS for a position of trust and confidence 
in the Government. 


JOHN W. KLOTZ, Assistant Director, Tactical Control yl 
and Surveillance Systems, advised that he knew MC LUCAS and 
served under him all the time he was in OSD. He saw him several 
times while he was working in Paris and more recently has 
been in touch with him nearly every two weeks on professional 
matters of mutual interest, He has no doubt concerning his 
loyalty and patriotism. He has complete confidence in his 
character and reputation, He has met his family and found them 
to be fine people. He recommended him without reservation 
for a position of trust and confidence in the Government.

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GLEN V. GIBSON, Principal Deputy Assistant Secretary, 
Installations and Logistics, stated that he has known JOHN f 
MC LUCAS for the past six years. Everything that he knows ,~ 
about him is favorable and he recommended him for a position 
of trust and confidence in the Government, 


Mrs, ALICE MC ANDREWS, Secretary, stated that she 
was in the immediate office of JOHN MC LUCAS all the time he f 
served in OSD. She did not know him socially. She had no p. 
reason to question his loyalty and patriotism. His character 
and reputation were excellent. He was highly regarded by his 
staff and superiors. She did not know his family. She recom- 
mended him for a position of trust and confidence in the Govern- 
ment, | 


The following interview was conducted by SA PAUL F. 
DOUGHERTY on March 11, 1969, at the Office of the Secretary 
of the Air Force: 


ALEXANDER H. FLAX, Assistant Secretary (Research and 
Development), stated that he has known JOHN MC LUCAS profession- 
ally since 1961, and has seen him irregularly but quite 
frequently since he first met him and worked with him in the " 
Pentagon. He does not question his loyalty and patriotism. 

He knew MC LUCAS* character and reputation were first rate. 
His associates are reputable and loyal. He has met Mrs, 

MC LUCAS and visited in their home while MC LUCAS was assigned 
in Paris. He recommended MC LUCAS for a position of trust and 
confidence in the Government.

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On March 11, 1969, Mrs. ARDELLA HOLLOWAY, Personnel ': 
Clerk,.OSD, stated to SA PAUL F, DOUGHERTY. after much search 
she had located an official personnel folder recording MC. 
LUCAS's appointment as an Intermittent Consultant for OSD 
on July 1, 1968. He still holds the position. She also 
said she had located a record reflecting the official 
personnel folder on MC LUCAS confirming his service in the 
Office of Defense Research and Engineering between 
May 14, 1962 and June 28, 1964, to "Department of State, 
Paris, France." While the date was not recorded, she 
was sure it was sent in June or July, 1968. ` 
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Mrs. REE C. DOLAN, Personnel Officer, Bureau of 
“European eg "escono of State, on March 11, 1969, 
advised SA PAUL F. DOUGHERTY that personnel folders are 
never sent to” foreign. Ke but that she would 


conduct telephonié inquiries in an attempt to locate

President, International Business Machines, New York, ` 


advised SA PAUL F. DOUGHERTY that he knows JOHN MC LUCAS and 
served with him in OSD. He has not the ‘slightest question 
‘about his: loyalty and patriotism. He is not politically 
‘inclined. His work in research and engineering for OSD 

was outstanding. He handled the most delicate and highly: 
classified data. He recommends him highly for the position 
for wee he is being considered.

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U.S. Department_of State (USDS) 


On March 11, 1969, Mr. RUSSELL B. BOOZER, Clerk, 
Personnel Locatr, Personnel Service Division, USDS, advised 
SA JOSEPH W. SPEICHER that the official personnel folder for 
JOHN LUTHER MC LUCAS was sent to the Federal Record Center 
at a date which is not available. 


On March 10, 1969, Mr. JOHN I. GETZ, Special Assistant 
to the Under Secretary for Political Affairs, USDS, advised 
SA SPEICHER fhåt Hë had known JOHN LUTHER MC LUCAS both socially 
and professionally from June, 1964 to June, 1966 in Paris, 
France where the appointee was serving on the International 
Staff of North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO). GETZ 
mentioned that he was also on the International Staff with 
MC LUCAS for about six" months and then served on the U.S. Vi 
Mission to NATO. He explained that although MC LUCAS had 
` been put on the rolls of the Department of State so that he 
could be assigned to the InternationalStaff of NATO, he was 
not actually serving as a U.S. Government employee during this 
period, but was an employee of NATO itself. GETZ reported 
that he considers MC LUCAS to be a loyal U.S. citizen and a 
man of excellent character, reputation and associates. He 
recommended the appointee for a Government position of trust, 
remarking that he is a capable, intelligent, conscientious, 
discreet anddependable individual. GETZ could furnish no 
information regarding appointee's relatives. 


On March 11, 1969, Mr. PHILIP J. FARLEY,Deputy 
Assistant Secretary for Politicol Military Affairs, USDS, 
advised SA SPEICHER that he had known the appointee socially 
and profesdonally inParis, France from 1964 to 1966 while 
MC LUCAS was serving on the International Staff of NATO. 
FARLEY .stated that he has never had the slightest question 
concerning the appointee's loyalty to his country and he added

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that his character, reputation and associates appear to be 
above reproach. He recommended MC LUCAS for a Government 
position of trust commenting that he would give him a 
“unqualified endorsement" for such a position. 


On March 11 Miss NITAD NELSON, Secretary to the Labor 
Adviser, Bureau of European Affairs, USDS, advised SA SPEICHER 
that she knew the appointee casually in an official capacity 
from 1964 to 1966 in Paris, France. She indicatedthat she has 
no reason to question his loyalty to the U.S. and added | 
that his character and reputation appear to be excellent. e 
Miss NELSON recommended appointee for a Government position 
of trust. She could furnish no information regarding his 
associations or relatives. 
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MASSACHUSETTS SENATORS 


The following investigation vas conducted by SA 
RICHARD T. TAYLOR, JR., on March 10, 1969. 


Senator EDWARD M. KENNEDY advised he is not person- 
ally acquainted with the appointee and knows nothing of his 
professional reputation. He said he is unable to comment 
concerning him. 


Senator EDWARD W. BROOKE advised he is acquainted 
with the appointee as a result of the appointee's reputation 
as an officer of The Mitre Corporation, Bedford, Massachusetts, 


He knows of no unfavorable information concerning the appointee's, 
in 


character, reputation and associates. He considers him to be 
a loyal American. He recommends him to a position of trust 
and responsibility in the United States Government.

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The folloving investisation vas conducted by 
SA DANTEL J. KRAUS on March 7, 1969. 


Mrs. JOHN A. SIMMONS, 2328 South Nash Street, 
Arlington, Virginia, advised that she recalled the appointee 
and his wife: moving into 2336 South Nash Street in July of 
1962, According to Mrs. STMMONS, she moved into her present 
residence in July of 1962, and she did not pet to know the 
appointee or his family, ee Ek € 


Mrs. CORNELL C. HOUSTON, 2333 S. Nash Street, 
advised that the appointee, his wife, PATRICTA and his two 
daughters and two sons moved into their residence at 2336 S. 
Nash Street in July of 1962, and they moved out in July of 
1964, According to Mrs, HOUSTON, the appointee, durine this 


period, vas employed at the Pentagon. Mrs, HOUSTON characterized 


the appointen as a very intelligent individual, friendly, a 
person of excellent moral character, and she had no reason to 
question his loyalty to the United States. She added that when 
the appointee moved out, they went over seas, and he worked in 
Paris, France, for two years, returning in July of 1966. She 
added that the appointee and his wife visited her and her 
husband when they came back from France in the Summer of 1966 
before going to Concord, Massachusetts. She would recommend 
the appointee highly for a position of trust and eonfidance 
with the United States Government. 


Mrs. THOMAS W. MILLER, 2247 S, Wash Street, advised 
that she was acquainted with the appointee and his family for 
two years when they resided at 2336 S, Nash Street. She 
described the appointee as a very friendly individual, intel- 
Ligent, a person of good character, morals, and she would have 
no reason to question his loyalty to the United States. She 
vould recommend him for a position of trust and confidence with 
the United States Government, 
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CREDIT AND POLICE AGENCIES 


SE JOHN W. SULLIVAN caused a search to be made of 
the files of the Credit Bureau, Incorporated, Washington, D.C., 
and was advised on March 7, 1969, that the files contained a 
satisfactory credit record for the appointee. 


IC KENNETH SHAFFER, on March 7, 1969, determined that 
no record was contained inthe Metropolitan Police Department 
files concerning the appointee or spouse, PATRICIA KNAPP. 


It is to be noted that at all times an indefinite 
number of unidentified records are out of file and not available 
for review. 


On March 7, 1969, IC WILLIAM H. LYERLY, JR. searched ` 
the files of the U.S. Park Police and no identifiable record 
could be found concerning the appointee and spouse. 


IC JOHN B. ARMSTRONG caused a search to be made 
of the files of the Arlington County, Virginia, Police 
Department, and was advised on March 7, 1969, that the 
following traffic record was located concerning the appointee's 
speuse, PAMELA MC LUCAS:

Records of the Passport Office, Department of State, 
reviewed March 10, 1969 by SA JEROME E. VEIGLE disclosed a pass- 
port was issued to JOHN LUTHER MC LUCAS on August 31, 1966 for 
proposed travel to France and Portugal for the purpose of business 
conferences in Paris and Lisbon for a proposed length of stay of 
one week. 


On June 29, 1964 he was issued a diplomatic passport 
for proposed travel to France in connection with an appointment 
with the State Department as Assistant Secretary General/Scientific 
Affairs, NATO for a proposed length of stay of two years. 


MC LUCAS was issued an official passport on January 
7, 1963 for proposed travel to Japan, Hong Kong, Vietnam, Thailand, 
India, Pakistan, Iran, Turkey and France on official business for 
three weeks. 


On September 14, 1961 he was issued a passport for pro- 
posed travel to Venezuela, Brazil, Chile, Peru and Argentina to 
attend business conferences to obtain future sales for a proposed 
length of two weeks. 


He was issued a passport on July 14, 1959 for proposed 
travel to Denmark, Russia, Finland and Sweden in connection with 
YPO management observation trip to Russia for a proposed length 
of stay of three weeks. 
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A birth certificate, seen and returned by Passport 
Office representatives, revealed his birth as August 22, 1920 
at Fayetteville, N.W. 


The files of the Office of Security (SY), Department of 
State, reviewed by SA KENNETH J. HASER on March 11, 1969, disclose 
that JOHN LUTHER MC LUCAS applied for a position with the Depart- 
ment of State about April 26, 1964. SY conducted background 
investigation concerning him in May, 1964 and also utilized a 
previous background investigation of him by G-2, all with favorable 
results. 


SY granted him Final Clearance for Top Secret on June 
3, 1964, valid for 90 days only, unless appointed in the mean- 
time. By cable dated July 10, 1964, the Embassy in Paris requested 
cosmic clearance for the appointee, assigned to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO). On July 13, 1964, the Department of 
State informed the Embassy by cable that the appointee had been 
cleared for cosmic. 


. The Office of the Science Adviser, Department of State 
requested SY on May 4, 1967, to do a name check on appointee in 
connection with NATO, the first meeting being May 19, 1967. On 
May 11, 1967, in the NATO Science discussion on May 19-20, 1967 
only, with access to material classified through Secret on a need- 
to-know basis as a non-employee. Also on May 11, 1967 SY granted 
him Cosmic clearance for the NATO Science Meeting in Paris May 
29-30, 1967 only, as a non-employee. 


The SY file does not show any termination of clearance 
concerning this individual; however, SY has advised that all its 
clearances terminate when the person's relationship with the Depart- 
ment of State terminates.

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IC THOMAS S. HARRELL caused a search to be made 
of the files of the United States Secret Service Department 


of the Treasury, and was advised on March ll, 1969, that no 
record was located concerning the appointee. 


SA ROBERT F, ROBINSON, JR, caused a search to be 
made of the files of the 
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On March 11, 1969, SA PETER P. OSINSKI determined 
that the following record concerning the appointee was con- 
tained in the Personnel Security Files, Division of Security, 
United States Atomic Energy Commission, Germantown, Maryland. 


Security file NY 31243 disclosed that 


January, 1957-USAEC New York granted JOHN LUTHER MC LUCAS a 
"Q" (X) clearance based on a Civil Service investigation 
dated January, 1957. This clearance was terminated October, 
1960, 


December 29, 1967- The "Q" clearance was reinstated for 
the appointee for the Arms Control and Disarmament Agency. 


He was reinvestigated Civil Service Commission, November, 
1967. 


The "Q" clearance is currently active. 


The file contained no unfavorable or other 
pertinent information.
